THE FREE VOTE SYSTEM.
Siraron Buokavew, the champion of the
- oumulalive vote system, is not satisfied with
tho Litle which is componly given to it. He
insista that it shaell be called the free vote
gystem, and he claims that it will not only
socure representation to minorities, but that
it will tend to relieve every cilizen of the
Llraldom of cliques, to purify conventions
and elections, to obviate the necessity of
apending money to buy up “‘sealawags,”
and to bring a better class of men into the
publio-pervice. He alleges that under the
present aystem everything is sacrificed to
gain the good-will of weak, wavering, or
vonal volers, and that ‘‘the party which will
proatitute itself the most freely will win,”
whorons ander a system that made the rights

of (he minorities absolutely secure, candi-

dates would be selected on acconnt of their
intrinsio merits, and corruption funds would
mo longer be collected and expended. He
coulends that in American cities, especially,
the proposed reform would prove very useful,
and that if something of the kind is not
adopled they will becowe “‘despotisws and
poats of anarchies.”

Like othor enthusiasts he exaggerates the
donofits of Lis favorite reform, but that it
might do sowme good can scarcely be donbted;
and that Ghe times are so much ont of joint as
to require fundamental changes is clearly de-
monitrated by the annual reourreénce of dis-
graceful proceedings at Harrisburg, and the
inoreasing demoralization of the professional

pdliticians, The Btate Constitution needs
& (horough revision, and this can
bs wmade only by a convention,
Wo requite not only better men in

the Btate Legislature, but more members,
#ud under the cumulative or free vote system
minoritios would iusure the election of at
foast some gcandidates who were neither fools
wor knaves, The virtuous, intelligent, and
patriotio voters of the Btate are now repeat-
oftly ovordlavglied by vielons and ignorant
Pandargrs, who lsave them onlya fearful

| every

choice betwoen despicable Democrats and
rascally Republicans; and it is high time that
means were devised to put the powors of
government in wiser and betler handas,

‘While the general question of reform is ap
for consideration, there are meveral things
connected with it, in addition to those dis-
cussed at the Reading Uonvention, which are
worlhy of reflection. First, if we are to con-
tinue the system of delegate eleotions and
nominating conventions, they should be
regulated by law, and the courts shonld be
empowered to punish men who attempt to
control them by fraud. Second, the whole
array of talent should be made available to
constitnency by abolishing laws
requiring that the representative of any par-
tioular distriect must be a resident
thereof. Third, the system of minority
representation should be so arranged tbat
any considerable body of men in any locality
of the BState, who have an interest or a
grievance, may olect a representative by
uniting their efforts. Let the coal operators,
for instance, send one representative, if they
can, and their operatives hall a dozen; lot
railroad men have their representatives on the
floor, and anti-railrond men have their firm
friends in the Capitol; and let the miserable
farce of sending a lot of manikins to Har-
risburg who are moved hither and thither by
lobbyists and bribes cease to be a perpetual
reproach upon the legislation of the Cow.-
monwenlth,

WHAT DOES IT MEAN?
Tre important order issued from the Navy
Department a few days age “for a more
economical administration of the naval ser-
vice" reads like r declaration of independence
on the part of the Secretary. Admiral Porter,
who bas been Secretary de facto ever since
the prosent administration came into power,
is now enjoying the breezes of Narragan-
sett, and the hitherto nominal Secretary,
whese name is George M. Robeson—a fact
which wo state for fear that onr readers may
have forgotten it—has taken advantage of
the occasion to upset some of Porter's

pet arrangements, It will bs a sub-
jeot for sincere congratnlation if this
order is something more than an exem-

plification of the adage that ‘‘when the cat’s
away the mice will play,” and that Mr. Robe-
gon intends hereafter to be something more
than Porter's chief clerk. Wa believe, how-
ever, that he really does propose to assume
the full duties and responsibilities of the
Secretaryship, and if he can succeed during
the balance of his term of office in undoing
some of Porter's mischief, he will deserve the
cordial thanks of the navy and the country.
When Admiral Porter came into power at
the Navy Department be caused to be assigned
to active duty of some kind or other mearly
all the officers on the retired list. Boards to

superintend or investigate every imaginable

subject were organized, and superannuated
admirals, commodores, captains, and other
officers were ordered to them under full pay,
whereas under the law these officers on the
retired list, if unemployed, would only be en-
titled to one-half of the highest sea pay of the
grade in which they might be retired. That
is to say, an adwmiral on the
retired list, who had been retired as captain,
wonld if ordeved to duty draw admiral's pay,
whereas, if unemployed, he would only draw
one-ha!f of the sea pay of a captain. The
duty to which most of the retired officers
have been assigned under the present admin.
istration is merely nominal, and much of it
bas been devised for no other purpose than
to allow them to draw the full pay of their
nomioal ran's,
this arrangement was twofold. He desired
to place these old gentlemen in as comforta.

ble circamstances as possible — which
would have Dbeen eminently  praise-
worthy if -~ the Government were not

called upon to foot the bill—and Le was
anxions to concentrate as large a force as
posssble of the older officers of the mavy at
Washington, in order to use them in infla-
encing Congress to defeat the aspirations of
the staff officers.

Ella Clark, While the storm was yet In the distance
they noticed the vesscls rapidly taking in sail, and
Mr, HoMman determined at once to make the lee of
the lligm il possible. As the white oaps approached
him he hauled down the sail, leaving about three
fect of it exposed to the bLreeze that he might be
the better enabled to handle the boat. Before
he counld reach the point of safety, however, the
squall struck the little craft, almost lifting her
out of water, and capslzed her. In an Instant
the party were In the water, but for some seconds
Mr. Shafer, who had become entangled in the sall,
was not visible, snd it was thonght he had sunk to
rise no more. Miss Clark, In belng thrown into the
water, got-hold of the mast, which had become par-
tiaily npstepped, and Mr. HoYman directed his en-
ergies to the saving of Mrs. 'raser, who had fairly
been washed away from the boat. When Mr,
Shafer succecded in oxtricating himself, he ren-
dercd assistance to Miss Clark; and throngh the
self-possession of the gentlemen and the wou-
derful coolness of the ladies, the party managed
to cling to the boat with considerable tenacity,
The shell was rolled over and over some
twenty timea by the angry waves, and with
cvery violent surge of the wuters hands had to be
lovsened from their hold and the chances tuken on
the changed pogition of the boat The situation was
A tryiog one, and as the boat drifted over the threat-
ening rapids, the feelings of the party can be more
cpsily imagined than described. Past the Interna-
tional bridge went the boat and {ts helpless party
